lustrated book is of interest to the 
adventure fan and explorer (exotic 
jungle scenes,) the nature buff 
(strange animals and birds,) the 
camera fan (this famous photog- 
rapher gives notes on the way he 
shoots his pictures) and — oddly 
enough —• the gourmet. 


The author spent about three 


months late in 1967 taking photo- 
graphs for a magazine article on 
Indonesian wildlife, his prime goal 
being a picture of a nearly extinct 
one-horned 
rhinoceros 
that 
is 


found only on the western tip of 
Java, in a nature reserve named 
Udjong Kulon. 


As a sideline he kept a diary, 


making most of the entries while 
waiting in a blind for the desired 
bird or animal to come within 
range. He caught everything from 
a barking deer to monitor lizards 
and a bird called the chestnut- 
headed bee-eater. 


He tells about the scientists who 


helped him, the natives who were 
part of his crew and who often 
drove him to distraction, and his 
adventures and misadventures in 
getting the right shot. 


An amusing part of the diary is 


his running account of the food 
situation. Sometimes he had to 
resort to such flat fare as canned 
frankfurters and beans, but often 
he concocted fancy dishes by com- 
bining the, local.„fare,,..especially, 
seafood, with ihe-Western food he 
had brought along. 


Full of flavor and color, this 


book is well illustrated with 17 
photographs in color and 130 in 
black and white.

MONEY CLIPS 


by Mort Reed 


To those readers who are 


certain their two-cent piece 
is of little value, I suggest 
they take a closer look to be 
sure. Especially one bearing 
the 1864 date. There are two 
varieties for this particular 
year—the small motto and 
the large motto. 


Although there were close 


to 20 million pieces issued in 
1864, a few were sufficiently 
different to create a real col- 
lector's item, and w h i l e 
many d e a l e r s are honest 
enough to call attention to 
the d i f f e r e n c e , there are 
some who will not. For this 
reason, the qualifying details 
have been illustrated. 


Any magnifying glass will 


disclose this detail in the 
motto. Look closely at the 
word GOD in the motto. The 
collector's item, valued in 
"A Guide Book of United 
States Coins" at $30 in good 
condition to $275 uncircu- 
lated, will show an open D in 
the position of A below. On 
the two-cent piece of lesser 
value the D will appear to be 
closed and positioned as B. 


There are other qualifying 


features such as the letter T 
in TRUST, which touches the 
ribbon fold to its left on the 
valuable piece but shows a 
noticeable gap on the more 
common variety. 


Since both the open and 


closed D mottoes were issued 
at the same time, there is no 
record of the number of each 
minted. However, over the 
years professional numisma- 
tists have determined the 
open D variety small motto 
to be scarce, it not rare. 


If it is not p o s s i b l e to 


determine the status of a 
piece through any publica- 
tions, turn to a friend in the 
hobby. Any coin collector 
will gladly examine a coin. 


One 
further 
suggestion. 


The value listed in many 
coin publications is the value 
held by the collector. 
It 


should not be expected when 
a coin is being sold.

There are differences be- 


tween the expert and the 
average player. One is that 
the expert has put in many 
hours studying the game so 
he will bid better. Another 
is that the average player is 
apt to be too conservative at 
times and too optimistic at 
others. Experts go wrong 
here also, but the expert is 
either an incurable optimist 
or an incurable pessimist. 
He doesn't overbid one hand 
and underbid the next. 


The most important single 


difference is that the expert 
makes the best percentage 
play on all occasions. The 
ordinary p l a y e r 
doesn't 


worry about possible bad 
breaks and blames it on bad 
luck when things go wrong. 


Today's hand is an ex- 


ample of how an 
expert 


takes precautions. South is 
very happy with his four- 
heart contract. West opens 
the king of spades and con- 
tinues with the ace and 
seven. South ruffs the third 
spade and is ready to at- 
tack trumps. 


The ordinary player will 


just lead one of his honors. 
East will take his singleton 
ace and undoubtedly will 
lead 
a 
fourth 
round of 


spades. 


South will have to ruff high 


and this will establish the 
nine of trumps as the setting 
trick. 


South has been unlucky. 


There is no reason for the 
singleton ace of trumps to be 
in the East hand but the ex- 
pert would not have been un- 
lucky. 


He would have played a 


diamond to the ace after 
ruffing the heart and then 
led a trump from dummy. 
Most of the time he would 
make the same 10 tricks 
anyone else would. This time 
he also makes 10, whereas 
the other player has made 
only nine.

FALL IS BEST TIME 
TO REPAIR GUTTERS 


By MR. FIX 


When gutters and down- 


spouts 
are 
not 
working 


p r o p e r l y , the overflowing 
water may damage founda- 
tion 
plantings, 
flood 
the 


basement, stain the side ol 
the house or back up under 
roofing. 


With the extra strain that 


ice and snow will place on 
gutters during the winter, 
plus the necessity of clean- 
ing out leaves now. the fall 
is the best time to inspect 
and repair gutters. At the 
very least, they will need a 
cleaning and the best time 
for this is after all the leaves 
are off the trees. 


A stiff brush or a whisk 


broom will handle the clean- 
ing nicely. You may have 
to clean more than once. 
Allowing debris to accumu- 
late will cause downspouts 
to clog and gutters to dam 
up. 


To keep downspouts from 


becoming clogged, the open- 
ing at the top of each should 
be fitted with a special wire 
strainer to allow water to 
flow through while holding 
back larger matter. Remem- 
ber, though, that these must 
be checked regularly, since 
a h e a v y accumulation of 
leaves and dirt will build up 
against the device. 


Special gutter guards of 


mesh are available which 
will cover the entire gutter 
and will keep debris from 
falling into the gutter. These 


can be of debatable value, 
since small dirt can still get 
through and this, too. will 
build up in time. 


When cleaning, inspect tor 


signs of deterioValion. Paint 
may be starting to peel or 


patching on the spot, then 
coat with more cement. 


If rusting is general, you 


may have to replace an 'en- 
tire length of gutter. Check 
carefully wherever there is 
evidence of rusting. 


Once you have the gutters 


clean, see if they d r a i n 
properly—try them' out with 
water from a garden hose. 
!f water sits or drains slow- 
ly, check the d o w n s p o u t 
first. This may be clogged. 
Sometimes a light tapping 
with a stick will free the 


Clogged downspouts can back up! 


perhaps there may be signs 
of rust. 
The inside of the 


gutter, once cleaned, should 
be c o a t e d with a liquid 
roof coating. 


Sand rust spots and prime 


with a r u s t - p r e v e n t a t i v e 
paint. If a spot has rusted 
through, clean away the dirt 
and rusted metal, then coat 
with roof cement. 
Press a 


piece 
of heavy aluminum 


foil, canvas or 
fiberglass 


t r a p p e d debris. A strong 
stream of water from a hose 
may force it out. If these 
methods fail, run a plumb- 
er's snake through the down- 
spout. 


Sometimes water will sit 


in a gutter in one spot be- 
cause the gutter is sagging. 
Renail hangers or replace 
them entirely. Failure to do 
this will result in heavy ice 
causing further sagging in 
the winter.

Among other things, the "Fifth-Down Game" between 


Cornell and Dartmouth in 1940 is remembered as the game 
that took 72 hours to decide. 


It also is remembered by Dartmouth alumni as the time 


a lowly Green team upset the nation's No. 1 team, 3-0, 
W. H. (Red) Friesell remembers it for other reasons, how- 
ever. He's the official who O.K.'d the fifth down. 


The game was savage. Dartmouth's Bob Krieger kicked 


a field goal to start the fourth quarter and the Green 
played defense the rest of the game. Twice, long drives 
by Cornell were stopped. Then the Big Red drove to the 
Dartmouth six with only seconds remaining. 


Three running plays failed and a penalty for an extra 


time out moved the ball back to the six. Here, a pass 
failed. 


Then it happened. Referee Friesell hesitated, turned once 


and then signaled that it was still Cornell's ball, fourth 
down. Arguments broke otrt-thruughuut Uif stands and on 
the field the official was surrounded by Dartmouth players 
as Cornell scored and raced off the field with an apparent 
7-3 victory. 


Films later showed the official's mistake and Cornell

FALL IS BEST TIME 
TO REPAIR GUTTERS 


By MR. FIX 


When gutters and down- 


spouts 
are 
not 
working 


p r o p e r l y , the overflowing 
water may damage founda- 
tion 
plantings, 
flood 
(lie 


basement, stain the side oi 
the house or back up under 
roofing. 


With the extra strain that 


ice and snow will place on 
gutters during the winter, 
plus the necessity of clean- 
ing out leaves now. the fall 
is the best time to inspect 
and repair gutters. 
At the 


very least, they will need a 
cleaning and the best time 
for this is after all the leaves 
are off the trees. 


A stiff brush or a whisk 


broom will handle the clean- 
ing nicely. You may have 
to clean more than once. 
Allowing debris to accumu- 
late will cause downspouts 
to clog and gutters to dam 
up. 


To keep downspouts from 


becoming clogged, the open- 
ing at the top of each should 
be fitted with a special wire 
strainer to allow water to 
flow through while holding 
back larger matter. Remem- 
ber, though, that these must 
be checked regularly, since 
a h e a v y accumulation of 
leaves and dirt will build up 
against the device. 


Special gutter guards of 


mesh are available 
which 


will coyer the entire gutter 
and will keep debris from 
falling into the gutter. These 


can be of debatable value, 
since small dirt can still get 
through and this. too. will 
build up in lime. 


When cleaning, inspect tot- 


signs of deterioration. Paint 
may be starting to peel or 


patching on the spot, then 
coat with more cement. 


If rusting is general, you 


may have to replace an 'en- 
tiro length of gutter. Check 
carefully wherever there is 
evidence of rusting. 


(Mice you have the glitters 


clean, see if they d r a i n 
properly—try them' out with 
water from a garden hose. 
If water sits or drains slow- 
ly, check the d o w n s p o u t 
first. This may be clogged. 
Sometimes a light tapping 
with a stick will free the 


Clogged downspouts can back up! 


perhaps there may be signs 
of rust. 
The inside of the 


gutter, once cleaned, should 
be c o a t e d with a liquid 
roof coating. 


Sand rust spots and prime 


with a r u s t - p r e v e n t a t i v e 
paint. If a spot has rusted 
through, clean away the dirt 
and rusted metal, then coat 
with roof cement. Press a 
piece 
of heavy 
aluminum 


foil, canvas or 
fiberglass 


t r a p p e d debris. A strong 
stream of water from a hose 
may force it out. If these 
methods fail, run a plumb- 
er's snake through the down- 
spout. 


Sometimes water will sit 


in a gutter in one spot be- 
cause the gutter is sagging. 
Renail hangers or replace 
them entirely. Failure to do 
this will result in heavy ice 
causing further sagging in 
' the winter.

Cornell and Dartmouth in 1940 is remembered as the game 
that took 72 hours to decide. 


It also is remembered by Dartmouth alumni as the time 


a lowly Green team upset the nation's No. 1 team, 3-0. 
W. H. (Red) Friesell remembers it for other reasons, how- 
ever. He's the official who O.K-'d the fifth down. 


The game was savage. Dartmouth's Bob Krieger kicked 


a field goal to start the fourth quarter and the Green 
played defense the rest of the game. Twice, long drives 
by Cornell were stopped. Then the Big Red drove to the 
Dartmouth six with only seconds remaining. 


Three running plays failed and a penalty for an extra 


time out moved the ball back to the six. Here, a pass 
failed. 


Then it happened. Referee Friesell hesitated, turned once 


and then signaled that it was still CorntH's ball, fourth 
down. Arguments broke out throughout the stands and on 
the field the official was surrounded by Dartmouth players 
as Cornell scored and raced off the field with an apparent 
7-3 victory. 


Films later showed the official's mistake and Cornell 


graciously relinquished its claim to victory.

Inquiries 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - the 


attorney general's office said 
Tuesday that coroners in Ar- 
kansas must not release a body 
for embalming if it is subject 
to further Inquiry by the state 
medical examiner. 


The opinion, written by Asst. 


Atty. Gen. Tom Tanner, went 
to Dr. Winston K. Shorey, dean 
of the University of Arkansas 
School of Medicine. 


The opinion was obtained at 


the request of Dr. Rodney Carl- 
ton, state medical examiner, 
who said he had a dozen in- 
stances in which bodies had 
been released for embalming 
and later become an object of 
further examination. 


The attorney general's office 


also said statutes revealed no, 
authority for anyone other than 
the state medical examiner and 
qualified persons appointed by 
him. to investigate and perform 
autopsies.
